. Tornado touches down i in 


South Branch Township

A National Weather 


Service storm damage sur- 
vey team confirmed that a 
tornado, which reached 
maximum wind speeds 
near 100 mph, touched 
down in South Branch 
Township Monday. 

The tornado touched 
down at 9:28 p.m. on 
Monday and lasted for 
about two minutes. 

The initial damage - 
mainly in the form of spo- 
radic damage and uprooted 
pine trees - occurred near 
the entrance to the Forest 
Dunes Golf Club. Damage 
in this area was caused by 
winds in the 65-85 mph 
range. 

The tornado moved east- 
southeast, along the south- 
ern edge of the golf course 
property. 

It eventually encountered 
a large clear-cut area of 
State Forest land just south 
of its track. 

This allowed the associ- 
ated southerly winds on the 
forward flank of the toma- 
do to more directly strike a 
stand of trees along the 
State Forest land, just south 
of the fairway of the fifth 
hole at Forest Dunes. 

That resulted in more 
considerable tree damage 
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in this area, with pine trees — 


snapped and uprooted, and 
numerous hardwoods 
uprooted as well. 

Damage in this area was 
caused by wind speeds in 
the 95-100 mph range. 

“Fortunately, the golf 
course grounds itself sus- 
tained only minor sporadic 
tree damage,” the National 
Weather Service storm 
damage survey team report- 
ed. 

The tornado continued 
east-southeast, eventually 
lifting southeast of the golf 
club. 

“The total path length 
was 1.3 miles, and the max- 
imum width of the tornado 
was about 350 yards,” the 
storm damage survey team 
reported. 

Most of the trees were 
downed from right to left, 


_ but after that, a few remain- 


ing trees were downed by a 
wind blowing away from 
the viewer. 

“This indicates that the 
damaging winds rapidly 
changed directions, which 
strongly suggests that a tor- 
nado was the culprit,” the 
storm survey damage team 
reported, 

Larry Akers, the emer- 
gency management/911 
director for Crawford 
County, said he did not hear 
about the tornado until 
Wednesday morning. Akers 
said Central Dispatch only 
received four to five calls 
related to fallen trees when 
the storms were moving 
through Crawford County. 

“It’s kind of in an isolat- 
ed area, where there is not a 
lot of people, so that’s 
probably why we did not 
hear much about it,’ Akers 
said.

Officials address illegal 
dump sites on state land

State and local officials 
have been tackling the 
ongoing issue to clean up 
trash dump sites on public 
land in Crawford County. 

Ada Takacs is the volun- 
teer coordinator manager 
for the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) Forest 
Management _ Division’s 
Adopt A Forest program 
based out of Roscommon, 

Collectively, volunteers 
and local officials have been 
responsible for cleaning up 
1,450,000 acres of state land 
through the Michigan 
Coalition for Clean Forests. 


Funding is availablé to~ 


‘cover the cost to dispose of 
‘the trash, but it must be pre- 
approved to confirm that it 
was located on state land. 

“They just can’t take care 
of it and have it paid for,’ 
Takacs said. 

This year, over 20 trash 
sites have been cleaned up, 
with about 13 still needed to 
be addressed in Crawford 
County. 

Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Rick 
Harland said the township 
received $1,500 through the 
Adopt A Forest program. 
The funding is used to cover 
the cost of disposing of 


waste at the Grayling 
Recycling and Transfer 
Station. Harland said it costs 
$500 each time one of the 
trash compactors is hauled 
away. 

Township residents Larry 
Millikin and Phil Faustman 
have volunteered their time 
to clean up some of trash 
sites. 

“T’m excited that we have 
some citizens that are will- 
ing to go and clean up some 
of these places and we’ve 
got funding to cover our 
cost because it’s been an 
ongoing issue with all this 
trash in the woods,” Harland 
said, “It’s terrible.” 

As the school year came 


to an end, Harland *'sdid* 


township officials planned 
on recruiting some Grayling 
High School students to 
help clean up the trash sites. 
The volunteer work would 
help the students meet their 
required community service 
hours. 

“It seems like as quick as 
we clean some of these sites 
up, you turn around and 
there is more stuff out 
there,” Harland said. 

In Frederic Township, 
Township Supervisor Bill 
Johnson said community- 
wide trash collection days 
help keep the area clean. 
The trash collection days, 


held in the spring and fall, 
allow people to dispose of 
larger item. 

The program is funded 
through a millage, which 
pays for curbside trash pick- 
up, in Frederic Township. 

Trash removed from state 
land is brought in during the 
collection days as long as 
the property is in Frederic 
Township. 

“If they go out and find 
stuff on tratl roads, they can 
bring it in and drop it off,” 
Johnson said. 

Four years ago, when the 
program started, Johnson 
said 14 roll-off dumpsters of 
trash were removed from 
the township.

Facebook will get an esti- 
mated $16 billion tax break 
from the recent sale of their

Paul’s Gospel of Grace 


Last week in Romans 15:15 
we studied how Paul’s min- 
istry to the Romans was a gift 


of God’s grace: 
“15Nevertheless, brethren, | 
have written the more boldly 
unto you in some sort, as 
putting you in mind, because 
of the grace that is given to 
me of God,” Now in Romans 
15:16 we study the gospel of 
grace Paul ministered: 
“16That I should be the min- 
ister of Jesus Christ to the 
Gentiles, ministering the 
gospel of God, that the offer- 
ing up of the Gentiles might 
be acceptable, being sancti- 
fied by the Holy Ghost.” 

First is the person of Paul’s 
gospel, the Lord Jesus Christ: 
“t6That [ should be the min- 
ister of Jesus Christ to the 
Gentiles...” Paul as a wise 
masterbuilder told — the 
Corinthians that Jesus Christ 
was the only foundation he 
laid. “l0According to the 
grace of God which is given 
unlo me, as a wise master- 
builder, I have faid the foun- 
dation, and another buildeth 
thereon. But let every man 
take heed how he buildeth 
thereupon. |tFor other foun- 
dation can no man lay than 
that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” Paul said in 2 
Coninthians 5:20: “2O0Now 
then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did 
beseech you by us: we pray 
you in Christ’s stead, be ye 
reconciled to God. As Peter 
said in Acts 4:12: 
“{2Neither is there salvation 
in any other: for there is none 
other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby 
we must be saved.” 

Second, the protection of 
Paul’s gospel is found 
throughout the scriptures - 
“...ministering the gospel of 
God...2" As He told the 
Galatians any gospel other 
than the gospel of the grace of 
Christ is a perverted gospel to 
be condemned: “6I marvel 
that ye are so soon removed 
from him that called you into 
the grace of Christ unto 
another gospel: 7Which is not 
another; but there be some 


that trouble you, and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. 
8But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than thal 
which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed. 9As 
we said before, so say I now 
again, If any man preach any 
other gospel unto you than 
that ye have received, let him 
be accursed,” Paul preached 
exactly what he had received 
according to | Corinthians 
15:3,4: “3For 1 delivered 
unto you first of all that which 
I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins 
according to the scriptures; 
4And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third 
day according to the scrip- 
tures.” 

Third, Paul’s ministry was 
to perfect the Gentiles in the 
gospel of grace ~ “....that the 
offering up of the Gentiles 
might be acceptable, being 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost.” 
As he told the Romans in 
Romans [1:43:  “t3For I 
speak to you Gentiles, inas- 
much as I am the apostle of 
the Gentiles, | magnify mine 


office.” As he wrote in 
Ephesians 3:7,8: “7Whereof 
] was made a minister, 


according to the gift of the 
grace of God given unto me 
by the effectual working of 
his power. 8Unto me, who 
am less than the least of alt 
saints, is this grace given, that 
I should preach among the 
Gentiles the unsearchable 
riches of Christ.’ Paul had 
already assured the Christians 
at Rome in Romans 11:13 
that he was their apostle to the 
Gentiles: “13For I speak to 
you Gentiles, inasmuch as I 
am the apostic of the Gentiles, 
I] magnify mince office.” 
James, Cephas or Peter, and 
John had confirmed Paul’s 
apostleship to the Gentiles in 
Galatians 2:9..Peter also 
taught all of us in 1 Peter 4:10 
to be “good stewards of the 
manifold) grace of God.”

LANSING - A recent fed- 
eral study echoes concerns 
by Michigan health profes- 
sionals that link the lack of 
lime set aside for physical 
and health education classes 
in K-8 schools to increasing 
childhood obesity. 

The Government 
Accountability Office 
(GAO) study of public 
schools indicates that while 
sports Opportunities for stu- 
dents have — generally 
increased, the frequency of 
physical education classes 
has decreased. 

Noting the “federal gov- 
ernment’s role in promoting 
the health and welfare of 
children,” the study aims to 
assist congressional consid- 
eration of strategies to 
increase physical activity 
among students. 

Katherine Knoll = of 
Healthy Kids, Healthy 
Michigan, a coalition dedi- 
cated to reducing obesity, 
said the study is relevant to 
the state’s situation, She 
cited three pending pieces of 
legislation to address con- 
cerns raised by the 
Department of Community 
Health. 

The bills, introduced by 
Reps. Joan Bauer, D- 
Lansing, Richard Hammel, 
D-Mount Morris Township, 
and Rashida Tlaib, D- 
Detroit, would require 
schools to provide a specific 
number of hours of health 


and physical education 
classes. Schools that fail to 
meet the requirements would 
lose state aid. 

Schools must offer physi- 
cal education for grades K-8, 
but there’s no minimum 
number of hours. Bauer’s 
bill would require 30 min- 
utes at least two days per 
week for elementary stu- 
dents and 45 minutes per day 
for middle schoolers. 

Hammel’s bill would 
require elementary students 
to have at least 15 hours per 
year of health education and 
middle schoolers to have at 
least 50 hours. Tlaib’s bill 
would provide funding for 
the new requirements. 

The legislation followed 
comments by both Gov. Rick 
Snyder and Community 
Health Director Olga Dazzo 
about the state’s obesity 
problem. Snyder also spoke 
about the trend in his State 
of the State Address in 
January, calling it “disturb- 
ing” and encouraging per- 
sonal responsibility in deal- 
ing with obesity. 

Angela Minicuci, commu- 
nications specialist for 
MDCH, said the state has 
about 800,000 obese chil- 
dren. She said obesity con- 
tributes to chronic condi- 
tions such as heart disease 
and diabetes while affecting 
student achievement inside 
and outside of the class- 
room. 

She said more active and 
health-educated youth are 
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crucial to curbing obesity. 
“Children spend the majori- 
ty of their time in schools. 
That being said, it’s impor- 
tant that we work with the 
Department of Education in 
making sure kids are active 
while they’re there.” 

Knoll said her coalition 
teamed up with a survey 
research firm to conduct a 
statewide poll to determine 
if there was widespread sup- 
port for the proposed legisla- 
tion. 

She said the measures 
received strong bipartisan 
support, noting that 76 per- 
cent of polled individuals 
supported requiring public 
schools to teach about obesi- 
ty prevention through 
mandatory physical and 
health education classes. 

“This poll indicates how 
serious Michigan voters are 
about curbing the childhood 
obesity epidemic in our 
state, The health of our chil- 
dren is a nonpartisan issue 
and this poll proves that,” 
Hammel said. 

Knoll said it was encour- 
aging to see how much phys- 
ical and health education 
means to the public, noting 
that 65 percent supported 
spending more state dollars 
for that purpose. 

The GAO said that most 
school officials around the 
country cite budget restraints 
and inadequate facilities as 
significant challenges. 

The study also detailed 
some state, district and offi- 
cials’ belief that increased 
importance on reading and 
math under the 200! No 
Child Left Behind Act has 
shifted priorities away from 
physical education. 

Citing one local school 
official, it said, “This focus 
on academic assessments 
had led his district to reduce 
the amount of PE it offers 
students,” 

However, Jan Ellis of the 


Michigan Department of 
Education stopped short of 
linking the | 1-year-old fed- 
eral law to increases in the 
state’s childhood obesity 
rate. 

“Whether it’s hereditary 
or lifestyle-related, the prob- 
lem is too complex to narrow 
down to some specific 
causal effect,” Ellis said. 

The department is con- 
cerned with the rate of child- 
hood obesity and will con- 
tinue to support measures to 
increase physical and health- 
related activities. However, 
it seems highly unlikely that 
a connection can be drawn 
between No Child Left 
Behind and increases in the 
obesity rate, Ellis said. 

The National Association 
of Sport in Physical 
Education said that even 
without a proven link, the 
federal law’s omission of 
physical education from the 
list of “core academic sub- 
jects” sends the wrong mes- 
sage. 

The association, which is 
based in Reston, Va., repre- 
sents 15,000 physical educa- 
tion teachers, athletic direc- 
tors and trainers. 

By federal standards, 
physical education is a mar- 
ginal subject, encouraging a 
narrowed curriculum that 
gives school boards an 
incentive to either reduce or 
eliminate physical educa- 
tion, it said. 

Knoll said that the pro- 
posed legislation, which is 
awaiting a vote in the House, 
will help children under- 
stand the importance of a 
healthy lifestyle and how to 
make healthy choices. 

“Every child should have 
the benefit of equal educa- 
tion on health and wellness,” 
she said. “It prepares them fo 
be personally responsible for 
their own health and become 
successful, productive citi- 
zens,”

A state law, which legal- 
ized the sale of consumer 
fireworks in Michigan for 
the first time since the 
1930s, has led to a new busi- 
ness opening in Grayling. 

Big Fireworks, located at 
2525 S, 1-75 Business Loop, 
opened in the former 
Kentucky Fried Chicken 
building, opened just before 
Memorial Day. 

The Michigan Fireworks 
Safety Act, which went into 
effect on Jan. 1, 2012, 
allows the sale of Roman 
candles, bottle rockets and 
other items that leave the 
ground. 

The act prohibits the sale 
of consumer fireworks by 
anyone under the age of 18. 

Fireworks may not be 
used on public, school or 
private property of another 
person’s unless express per- 
mission is obtained to use 
fireworks on that property. 

Under the act, a six per- 
cent fireworks safety fee is 
collected in addition to the 
six percent sales tax collect- 
ed by the retailer on the 
retail sale of both consumer 
and low-impact fireworks. 
The fees are used to fund 
the operations of the Bureau 
of Fire Services and fire- 
fighter training. 

Eric Stajos, who operates, 
American Eagle Fireworks, 
a distribution center in 


Lansing, and Joe, 
Monteforte, from _ the 
Pennsylvania based 


Spectacular Fireworks, are 


the principal owners of Big 
Fireworks, 

“They Knew the law was 
changing so they were able 
to get the perinits to sell the 
fireworks,” said Curtis 
Carriere, the assistant man- 
ager for Big Fireworks. 

Big Fireworks has four 
employees and may add 
more if business picks up. 

“I was excited about 
being able to work with fire- 
works,” Carriere said. “My 
father was a gunsmith so | 
kind of grew up around it 
and it was a natural fit.” 

Although some people 
have questioned locating the 
store in Grayling, since 
Crawford County has such a 
high wildfire danger, others 
are happy to see a vacant 
building being put back to 
use, 

“They are pleased that a 
new business is here and to 
not have another empty 
building,” Carriere said. 

Customers are pleased to 
be able to have choices such 
as cake fireworks, a fire- 
work comprising of a series 
of roman candles, small aer- 
ial shells, or a combination 
of both, connected together 
by a high-speed fuse. 

“They are happy that they 
can have a good fireworks 
display and don’t have to 
keep lighting one after 
another,” Carriere said. 

Big Fireworks employees 
advise customers to check 
on local ordinance before 
setting the fireworks off.

65th AuSable River Canoe Marathon slated for July 28 


The 2012 AuSable. River Canoe 
Marathon — the 65th race in the event’s his- 
tory — is one month away, and the field of 
competitors so far includes 54 paddling 
teams (as of Friday, June 22). 

June 15 was the first of three registration 
cutoffs, with the price to sign up increasing 
at each deadline. The second cutoff — regis- 
trations postmarked by Friday, July 6 — is 
only one week away. The. cost to sign up 
before then is $300 per team, After that, the 
cost will be $400 per team. The third and 
final cutoff is noon on Monday, July 23. 

The 2012 AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon is slated for a 9 p.m. start on 
Saturday, July 28. Paddling teams — possi- 
bly more than 80 or 90 of them — will enter 
the river at the Old AuSable Fly Shop. The 
race ends at Oscoda 14 to 19 hours later, 
and not all teams will make it. 

Every year, several teams fail to make it 
to the finish line for a variety of reasons, 
including injury, illness, equipment failure, 
or missing mandatory time cutoffs at one of 
the event’s many checkpoints. Last year, 90 
paddling teams started the AuSable 
Marathon and 69 of those finished (77 per- 
cent). 

In 2010, a record 94 teams started the 
race, and 82 of them — also a record — 
reached the finish line (87 percent). There 
were 90 teams in the 2009 race and 75 of 
them (83 percent) finished. 

Last year, the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon Committee added a third day to 
the race’s time trials event due to the steady 
increase in the field of competitors during 
the last few years. The marathon will have 
three days of time trials again this year: we ci Ly.

fraternal organization, initiat- 
ed to mend society after the 
American Civil War, was 
focused on promoting agriculture, eco- 
nomic development and _ attracting 
immigrants to Crawford County during 
the early years. 

The Grange is the nation’s oldest 
national agricultural organization, with 
grassroots units established in 3,600 
communities in 37 states. 

Its 300,000 members provide service 
to agriculture and rural areas on a wide 


variety of issues, including economic 
development, education, family endeav- 
ors and legislation designed to assure a 
strong and viable rural America. 

It was formed in the years following 
the American Civil War to unite private 
citizens in improving the economic and 
social position of the nation’s farm pop- 
ulation. 

Over the past 137 years, it has 
evolved to include non-farm rural fam- 
ilies and communities. 

The Grange is also a fraternal order 
known as the Order of Patrons of 
Husbandry. 


Founding members determined that 
a fraternal organization would be best 
able to combine loyalty and democratic 
ideals to provide service to others. The 
Grange was one of the first formal 
groups to admit women to membership 
on the basis of equality with men. 

Crawford County Grange #934 was 
active in the community from 1902 to 
1975. 

During the early years, a Grange Rally 
and Crawford County Picnic were held 
to promote the county. 

On Aug. 16, 1906, the event was held 
to bring members of the local Grange, 


fellow patrons from other Granges and 
all residents and citizens from the coun- 
ty together for fellowship and good 
times. 

The Crawford County Grange Rally 
featured an exhibit of the agriculture 
resources available in the county to 
show those attended a fair impression 
of the progress being made. 

Citizens and businessman, who were 
interested in the welfare of the county, 
both socially and materially, paid to 
fund the Crawford County Grange 
Rally.

“If the farmers in this county would 
themselves lay aside all personal mat- 
ters in such affairs as this, and pull 
together for their town and county, as 
well as the businessmen have done in 
this instance, there would be no doubt 
of rapid progress and development,’ 
said J.L. Hannes and Perry Ostrander, 
farmers who were on a committee to 
organize the Crawford County Grange 
_ Rally. and Crawford County Picnic in 
the Sept. 20, 1906 edition of the 
Crawford County Avalanche. 

Members of the Crawford County 
Farmers’ Association, Maple Forest 
Grange, Center Plains Arbor, 
Maplewood Arbor and Maple Leaf 
Arbor of the Crawford County 
Gleaners were invited to the rally. 

Representatives from Vanderbilt, 
Five Lakes, Lake View, Hayes, Elmira, 
Fairview, and Heatherton Granges in 
Otsego County were also encouraged 
to attend the rally. 

The Roscommon Grange, Houghton 
Lake Grange, Markey Grange and the 
American Society of Equity received 
invitations to the rally. . 

Members of the Luzerne and Biggs 
Granges from Oscoda County were also 
invited to attend the rally, 

The rally was held on the shores of 
Portage Lake, which was changed to 
Lake Margrethe in 1930. 

Mounted evergreen arches, made up 
of flags, bunting and evergreen, graced 
the shores at the Collen Picnic area, 


which is now Collen’s Landing, served 
as a welcoming sign to guests. 

The Crawford County Grange Rally 
included rowing and swimming races, a 
diving contest, good music and fine 
dancing floor. 

Over 100 head of horses, cattle, 
sheep, swine and poultry were dis- 
played in various stalls and pens at the 
rally. 

“Most of the stock shown would 
compare favorably with the usual run of 
exhibits of the same classes at the coun- 
ty fairs of the older counties of the state 
and was indeed a very gratifying 
response, the Crawford County 
Avalanche reported. 

Credit was given to the ladies of the 
Crawford County Grange, who dis- 
played flowers and vegetables grown in 
the area. 

“About every farmstead in the county, 
in every village and along our roadways 
was represented with many of the most 
beautiful varieties of flowers with 
which the creator has brightened the 
bare brown earth and added to the 
pleasures and refinements of life,’ 
Crawford County Avalanche review 
said. 

Hal Davis won a power boat compe- 
tition with his water craft called “The 
Rainbow,’ in a close finish followed by 
Espren Hanson's fast boat. Hans Holse 
was the winner of the sailboat race ina 
well contested and interesting race.

Crawford County Picnic was a boat 
parade. The Salling and Hanson 
Steamboat towed a fleet of boats, fol- 
lowed by power boats and row boats 
decorated with flags, bunting and ever- 
green. 

“In the way of amusements, the 
parade of the Portage Lake fleet of 
boats, a novel and attractive feature and 
the long lines. of handsomely decorated 
launches, steamers, sailboats and row- 
boats made a display such as was never 
undertaken in the county before,’ the 
Crawford County Avalanche said. 

Today, the Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners Association continues the tra- 
dition of holding boat parades as part of 
their Fourth of July activities. 

“It sure makes our plans for a 2012 
boat parade seem pretty insignificant,” 
said Marshall Roe, a historian for the 
Lake Margrethe Property Owners 
Association. “These guys sure knew 
how to party at the lake.’ 

The Grange Rally was a success to 
visitors at the event. 

“They seemed especially interested in 
the various displays and commended 
the combination of the picnic and 
county fair features as being of much 
benefit to the county,’ the Crawford 
County Avalanche reported. “Many 
were impressed with such a good show 
of agriculture resources.” 

Several citizens and Grange mem- 
bers helped organize and host the 
event, 


“It proved them all to be well excel- 
lent patrons and spirited citizens,’ the 
Crawford County Avalanche said. “It 
was a red letter day for the Crawford 
County Grange.’ 

Patriarchs of Crawford County fami- 
lies such as Hugo Schreiber and 
William Feldhauser were involved in 
the Crawford County Grange. 

Wellington Batterson, the inspiration 
for what is today Wellington Farm, 
USA, and O.F. Barnes, who operated a 
large farm where Forest Dunes is now 
located, were also involved in the 
Grange. They were especially involved 
in recruiting immigrants to come to 
Crawford County. Booklets promoting 
farming in Crawford County were dis- 
tributed at Ellis Island before the State 
of Michigan took up the same initiative. 

“They encouraged people to come 
here, set up homesteads, become tax- 
payers and start farming the land,’ said 
Howard Taylor, the founder of 
Wellington Farm, USA. 

The Crawford County Grange Hall 
was located at 304 Spruce Street in 
Grayling, next to the Michelson 
Memorial United Methodist Church. 
After the Grange ceased operations, the 
building was remodeled and converted 
into apartments. 

“They were like depots,’ said Robert 
Ruddy, a local history buff. “They built 
them all the same.’ 

Ruddy recalls hearing rave reviews 
about the food and homemade ice 
cream served at Grange functions.

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Steamboat graced lake waters | 
in early years of Grayling

hile canoes and riverboats 

have put Grayling on the 

map as a recreation and 
fly-fishing destination, a steamboat 
used for lumbering was also a focal 
point for community recreation in the 
early 1900s. | 

The Salling and Hanson Company, 
which operated from 1881 to 1928, 
operated a steamboat on Portage Lake. 
The name of the lake was changed to 
Lake Margrethe in 1930 to honor 
Margrethe Hanson, the wife of Rasmus 
Hanson, who founded the lumbering 
firm. 

The steamboat was moored at a very 
large cement pier near the east shore of 
the lake near the old Hanson cabins. 

The steamboat had a propeller that 
was 5 feet in diameter. 

During the week, the steamboat was 
used to haul logs on a barge from the 
South Bay area either to the shingle 
factory, located near the lake, or the 
rail, head in what is now Mclintyre’s 
Landing or West Bay. 

Although little information exists 
about the boat, the Crawford County 
Avalanche reported that town’s people

miles — was a full day trip by horse-. 
drawn buggy over very primitive paths,’ 
said Marshall Roe, a historian for the 
Lake Margrethe Property Owners 
Association. “Often the horse and rig 
was rented from the village livery.’ 

In the July 30, 1908 issue of the 
Crawford County Avalanche, an outing 
with the steamboat was included in a 
column called:“Portage Lake Pointers.” 
On the trip out onto the waters, the 
Grayling Band entertained the passen- 
gers on the steamboat. 

“They rendered some very ‘fine selec- 
tions, which were enjoyed by all)” the 
newspaper column said. 

During July and August, people who 
lived and worked in the village of 
Grayling enjoyed the lake as a special 
destination for weekend outings. 

“Stories are told of packing large pic- 
nic lunches, bathing suits and maybe a 
fishing rod,’ Roe said. “[f all went as 
planned, you would be home before 
dark.” 

Roe said it is a mystery as to what 
happened to the boat. 

“Most likely it was scrapped or sold 
when the nearby stands of timber were 
completely harvested,’ Roe said. 

Business records for Salling and 
Hanson Company, are stored at the 
Bentley Historical Library at the 
University of Michigan.

Portage Lake; it was also a weekend recreational activity for people who lived and worked in 


Grayling. 


Margaret A. Leary, a volunteer refer- 
ence librarian for the Bentley Historical 
Library, reviewed six years of daily 
operation records for the company. The 
records are hand written with one page 
for each day for those six years. 

Research was focused on the summer 
months, when the steamboat most like- 
ly would have been used. There was not 
mention of the steamboat in the hand- 
written records.

Shortly after the firm ceased opera- 
tions, Hanson facilitated the deal with 
Karen Hartwick to save the last 100 
acres of virgin white pine in the county. 
Hartwick purchased the property, 
which is now the Hartwick Pines State 
Park, to honor her husband ec 
Edward Hartwick. 

Hanson died after a bout with pneu- 
monia on Oct, 31, 1927.
